The LADOT has adjusted plans and will leave TWO car lanes from Avenue 28 heading in a south 
direction. I was initially very worried about the car lane removal myself. However, after much research 
and direct observation, it is clear the traffic on Figueroa heading south in the morning has everything to 
do with the 110 getting backed up and very little to do with car lanes. Even if there were four car lanes 
heading south, no traffic lights and no speed limit, the traffic would back up at about Avenue 26 because 
the freeway simply fills up. Take a moment any morning and observe for yourself. Also, the problem 
traffic begins after 7:15 a.m. If time is a concern, leaving earlier solves a lot of problems, as does 
entering the freeway at Avenue 43 and avoiding Figueroa all together if your aim is to get on the 
freeway. On another rote, there has been an average of ONE PEDESTRIAN DEATH A YEAR on 
Figueroa due to traffic speed. The elimination of one lane, aka a "road diet" will make Figueroa safer for 
bikes, pedestrians and cars. Also, the new bike lanes and safer streets will actually INCREASE retail.
